It.is 
with the dual purpose of making 
his pictures') known to the public 
and of selling some of them to pro- 
vide financial support for his 
mother, that the exhibition ‘is now 
being held. A memorial. meeting 
of his friends and admirers is tak- 
ing place at 6.80 p.m, on 6th. July.
